<C) DELAY IN MARKETING; In the event that Lessee drills a well on the Leasehold or lands pooled/unitized therewith that Lessee deems to 
be capable of production, but does not market producible gas. oil. or their constituents, therefrom and there is no other basis for extending this Lease. 
Lessee shall pay after the primary term and until such time as marketing is established (or Lessee surrenders the Lease) a Delay in Marketing payment 
equal in amount and frequency to the annual Delay Rental payment, and this Lease shall remain in full force and effect to the same extent as payment of 
Royally. 

(D) SHUT-IN: In the event thai production of oil. gas. or their constituents, is interrupted and not marketed for a period of six months, and 
there is no producing well on the 1 .easchold or lands pooled/unitized therewith. 1 .essee shall thereafter, as Royalty for constructive production, pay a Shut- 
in Royally equal in amount and frequency to the annual Delay Rental payment until such time as production is rc-estabiished (or I .cssee surrenders the 
Lease) and this Lease shall remain in full force and effect. During Shut-in. Lessee shall have the right to rework, stimulate, or deepen anv well on the 
Leasehold or lo drill a new well on the Leasehold in an effort to re-establish production, whether from an original producing formation or from a different 
formation. In the event that the production from the only producing well on the 1 .easchold is interrupted for a period of less than six months, this Lease 
shall remain in full force and effect without payment of Royalty or Shut-in Royally. 

(L) DAMAGES: 1 .essec will remove unnecessary equipment and materials and reclaim all disturbed lands at the completion of activities, and 
Lessee agrees lo repair any damaged improvements to the land and pay for the loss of growing crops or marketable timber. 

MANNER OF PAYMENT: Lessee shall make or lender all payments due hereunder by check, payable lo Lessor, at Lessor's last known 
address, and Lessee may withhold any payment pending notification by Lessor of a change in address. Payment max be tendered by mail or am 
comparable method (e.g., federal Express), and payment is deemed complete upon mailing or dispatch. Where the due dale for anv pavment specified 
herein falls on a holiday. Saturday or Sunday, payment tendered (mailed or dispatched) on the next business day is timely. 

(G) CI 1ANGE IN LAND OWNERS! IIP: Lessee shall not be bound by any change in the ownership of the Leasehold until furnished with such 
documentation as Lessee may reasonably require. Pending the receipt of documentation. Lessee may elect cither to continue to make or withhold 
payments as if such a change had not occurred. 

(II) TITLE: If Lessee receives evidence that Lessor does not have title lo all or any part of the rights herein leased. Lessee may immediately 
withhold payments that would be otherwise due and payable hereunder to Lessor until the adverse claim is fully resolved. 

(I) LIENS: Lessee may. at its option, pay and discharge any past due taxes, mortgages, judgments, or other liens and encumbrances on or 
against any land or interest included in the Leasehold: and Lessee shall he entitled to recover from the debtor, with legal interest and costs, by deduction 
from any future payments to Lessor or by any other lawful means. 

(J) CHARACTERIZATION OE PAYMENTS: Payments set forth herein arc covenants, not special limitations, regardless of the manner in 
which these payments may be invoked. Any failure on the part of the Lessee to timely or otherwise properly tender payment can never result in an 
automatic termination, expiration, cancellation, or forf eiture of this Lease. Lessor recognizes and acknowledges that oil and gas lease payments, in the 
form of rental, bonus and royalty, can vary depending on multiple factors and that this Lease is the product of good faith negotiations. Lessor hereby 
agrees that the payment terms, as set forth herein, and any bonus payments paid lo 1 .essor constitute full consideration for the Leasehold. Lessor further 
agrees that such payment terms and bonus payments are final and that Lessor will not seek lo amend or modify the lease payments, seek additional 
consideration or register any complaint based upon of any differing terms which Lessee has or will negotiate with any other lessor/oil and gas owner. 

(K) PAYMENT REDUCTIONS: If Lessor owns a lesser interest in the oil or gas than the entire undivided tee simple estate, then the rentals 
(except lor Delay Rental payments as set forth above), royalties and shut-in royalties hereunder shall be paid to Lessor only in the proportion which 
Lessor's interest bears to the whole and undivided fee. 

UNITIZATION AND POOLING. Lessor grants Lessee the right lo pool, unitize, or combine all or parts of the Leasehold with other lands, 
whether contiguous or not contiguous, leased or unieascd. whether owned by Lessee or by others, at a lime before or after drilling to create drilling or 
production units either by contract right or pursuant to governmental authorization, Pooling or unitizing in one or more instances shall not exhaust 
Lessee's pooling and unitizing rights hereunder, and Lessee is granted the right lo change the size, shape, and conditions of operation or payment of any 
unit created. I essor agrees to accept and receive out of the product ion or the revenue realized from the production of such unit, such proportional share of 
the Royalty from each unit well as the number of Leasehold acres included in the unit hears to the total number of 1 acres in the Lin it. Otherwise, as to any 
part of the unit, drilling, operations in preparation for drilling, production, or shut-in production from the unit, or payment of Royaltv. Shut-in Royally. 
Delay in Marketing payment or Delay Rental attributable to any part of the unit (including non-1 .easchold land) shall have the same effect upon the terms 
of this Lease as if a well were located on. or the subject activity attributable to. the Leasehold. In the event of conflict or inconsistency between the 
I .easchold acres ascribed to the I .ease and the local property tax assessment calculation of the lands covered by the 1 .ease. Lessee may, at its option, rely on 
the latter as being determinative for the purposes of this paragraph. 

FACILITIES. Lessee shall not drill a well within 200 feet of any structure located on the Leasehold without Lessor's written consent. Lessor 
shall not erect any building or structure, or plant any trees within 200 feel of a well or within 25 feel of a pipeline without I .cssee's written consent. Lessor 
shall not improve, modify, degrade, or restrict roads and facilities built by Lessee without Lessee's written consent. 

CONVERSION TO STORAGE. Lessee is hereby granted the right to convert the Leasehold or lands pooled/unitized therewith to gas storage. 
At the time of conversion. Lessee shall pay Lessor's proportionate pari for the estimated recoverable gas remaining in any well drilled pursuant lo this 
Lease using methods of calculating gas reserves as are generally accepted by the natural gas industry and. in the event that all wells on the Leasehold 
and/or lands pooled/unitized therewith have permanently ceased production. 1 .essor shall be paid a Conversion lo Storage payment in an amount equal to 
Delay Rental for as long thereafter as the Leasehold or lands pooled/unitized therewith is/are used for gas storage or for protection of gas storage; such 
Conversion to Storage payment shall first become due upon the next ensuing Delay Rental anniversary date. The use of any part of the Leasehold or lands 
pooled or unitized therewith tor the underground storage of gas. or for the protection of stored gas will extend this Lease beyond the primary' term as to all 
rights granted by litis Lease, including but not limited to production rights, regardless of whether the production and storage rights are owned logelheror 
separately. 

TITLE AND INTERESTS. Lessor hereby warrants generally and agrees to defend litle to the Leasehold and covenants that Lessee shall have 
quiet enjoyment hereunder and shall have benefit of the doctrine of after acquired title. Should any person having title to the Leasehold fail to execute this 
Lease; the Lease shall nevertheless be binding upon all persons who do execute it as Lessor. 

LEASE DEVELOPMENT. There is no implied covenant lo drill, prevent drainage, further develop or market production within the primary 
term or any extension of term of this Lease. There shall be no Leasehold forfeiture, termination, expiration or cancellation for failure to comply with said 
implied covenants. Provisions herein, including, btit not limited to the prescribed payments, constitute full compensation for the privileges herein granted. 

COVENANTS. This Lease and its expressed or implied covenants shall not be subject to termination, forfeiture of rights, or damages due to 
failure to comply with obligations if compliance is effectively prevented by federal, stale, or local law. regulation, or decree, or the acts of God and/or third 
parties over whom Lessee has no control. 

RIG! IT OF FIRST REFUSAL. If at any time within the primary term of this lease or any continuation thereof. Lessor receives any bona fide 
offer, acceptable to Lessor, to grant an additional lease ("Top Lease") covering all or part of the Leasehold. Lessee shall have the continuing option by 
meeting any such offer to acquire a Top Lease on equivalent terms and conditions. Any offer must be in writing and must set forth the proposed Lessee's 
name, bonus consideration and royalty consideration to be paid for such Top Lease, and include a copy of the lease form to be utilized reflecting all 
pertinent and relevant terms and conditions of the Top Lease. Lessee shall have fi fteen (15) days after receipt from I .essor of a complete copy of any such 
offer to advise Lessor in writing of its election to enter into an oil and gas lease with Lessor on equivalent terms and conditions. If Lessee fails to notify 
Lessor within the aforesaid fifteen ( I 5) day period of its election to meet any such bona fide offer. Lessor shall have the right to accept said offer. Any fop 
Lease granted by Lessor in violation of this provision shall be null and void, 

ARBITRATION. In the event of a disagreement between Lessor and Lessee concerning this Lease, performance thereunder, or damages caused 
by Lessee's operations, the resolution of all such disputes shall be determined by arbitration in accordance with the rules of the American Arbitration 
Association. All fees and costs associated with the arbitration shall be borne equally by Lessor and Lessee. 

ENTIRE CONTRACT. The entire agreement between Lessor and 1 .essee is embodied herein. No oral warranties, representations, or promises 
have been made or relied upon by either party as an inducement to or modification of this Lease. 

SURRENDER. Lessee, at any time, and from time to time, may surrender and cancel this Lease as to all or any part of the Leasehold by 
recording a Surrender of Lease and thereupon this Lease, and the rights and obligations of the parties hereunder, shall terminate as to the part so 
surrendered; provided, however, that upon each surrender as to any part of the Leasehold, Lessee shall have reasonable and convenient easements for then 
existing wells, pipelines, pole lines, roadways and other facilities on the lands surrendered. 

SUCC ESSORS . All rights, duties, and liabilities herein benefit and bind Lessor and Lessee and their heirs, successors, and assigns,

Any provision of this Agreement held invalid or unenforceable only in part or deuree will remain in 
full torce and effect to the extent not held invalid or unenforceable. ' 

COUNTERPARTS . This [..ease may be executed in one or more counterparts, each of which will be deemed to be an original copy of this Lease 
and all of which, when taken together, will be deemed to constitute one and the same agreement. "

2) Lessee agrees it will protect and save and keep Lessor harmless and indemnified against and from any penalty or 
damage or charges imposed for any violation of any laws or ordinances, whether occasioned by the neglect of 
Lessee or those holding under Lessee, and Lessee will at all times protect, indemnify and save and keep harmless the 
Lessor against and from any and all loss, damage or expense, including any injury to any person or property 
whomsoever or whatsoever arising out of or caused by any negli gence of the Lessee or those holding under Lessee.
